REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed 6/1 5/2009 has been entered. Claims 1-12,1 7-30 have 
been cancelled. Claims 13-16, 31-34 are pending in this Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-16, 31-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art discloses a method of decoding data comprising: calculating a difference 
between an output signal from the selected equalizer and a target output signal, and 
tuning the selected equalizer to reduce the difference; processing a segment of a 
received signal in a bank of equalizers, each equalizer tuned to a different bit pattern 
and an equalization target to produce an equalized output for each equalizer; and 

detecting a bit sequence using a branch metric calculation to process the equalized 
output. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
